Southerns, in

con, by the debate which, with-

_ ous. In these days when the seg- 
regation issue and the slow but 
steady changes within it are so 
much a part of the news, almost 
every Southerner is in a mental 
state described as ‘‘embattled.”’ 
There is Southern unanimity only 
in clamor. Many Southerners 
. who believe in majority rule are 
- against the rule and do not sup- 
port unlimited filibuster. Others 
. passionately defend it. 

But emotional reactions will 
by no means be confined to the 
_ area south of the historic Mason 
and Dixon Line. There are East- 
erners and Westerners in the 
Senate who also are in an em- 
battled state. Indeed, it is they 
who will lead the attack on Rule 
22. It is to be a coalition assault 
by Democrats and Republicans. 
And it must be said, at the out- 
set, that the attack almost cer- 
tainly is doomed to failure be- 
cause of the rule itself. But it 
also requires saying that this 
is by no means the last attack 
which will be made. It-will be 
renewed again and again ih the 
months and years ahead. 

What is Rule 22? 

It is a rule of the United States 
Senate which requires the vote 
of 64 of the 96 senators to close 
debate on any subject before the 
members, It also allows unlim- 
ited debate on any proposal to 
change the rules. 


‘The Filibuster’ 


In essence Rule 22 is ‘‘the fili- 
buster’’ . . . which is the not- 
so-gentle art of ‘“‘talking a meas- 
ure to death.” 

The key to the issue of the 
week is the Vice President, Mr. 
Richard M. Nixon. 

Article 1, Section 5 of the 
Constitution of the United States 
says, ‘‘Each House May Deter- 
mine the Rules of Its Pro- 
ceedings.’’ 

The Senate differs from the 
House in that, because of the 
difference in terms, a majority 
of the senators carry over, while 
House members are elected 
every two years. Therefore, for 
some 40 years the Senate has 
held that it is, unlike the House, 
a “continuing body.” 

A majority is always in office 
in the Senate . . therefore, 
argue the defenders of Rule 22, 
the rules carry over. 

For four decades Rule 22 has 
been thus protected. But if on 
Friday Vice President Nixon, 
presiding, should rule that it is 
not, in fact, a continuing body, 
then rules would need to be re- 
adopted and Rule 22 likely would 
. be modified. 

Vice President Nixon is not 
expected so to rule. Precedent 
is against any such decision and 
in the Senate precedent is a 
powerful word. There is, however, 
an argument on the other side. 
The Senate does not ‘‘carry-over”’ 
in all other matters of business. 


Suspect Motives 

However, the Vice President is 
known to feel, as do a great 
many other persons, that those 
who defend Rule 22 are not quite 
honest in their position. Motives 
of some also are suspect. If Mr. 
Nixon should declare against Rule 
22, it will be one of the great 
stories of 1957. 

A rule change should require, 
these persons insist, only a ma- 
jority and not a positive vote of 
every person carried over. 

- Those who defend it describe 

Rule 22 as a protection of free 
speech. Those who attack it de- 
clare it is the exact opposite of 
free and open debate in that it 
permits a handful of the Senate, 
even one member if that person 
can summon and maintain his 
strength, to hold the floor, thus 
making a travesty of free speech 
and debate. 

What makes the issue so emo- 
tional at this time is that it will 
: be used to block the civil rights 
legislation proposed by President 
Eisenhower and introduced in 
the 84th Congress as prepared 
by U.S. Attorney.

Nasser Voids 
British Pact 
On Suez Bases 


CAIRO, Jan. 1 (® — Colonel 
Nasser today signed a decree for- 
mally terminating the 1954 treaty 
allowing the British to maintain 
bases in the Suez Canal zone. 

An announcement said the gov- 
ernment had informed the United 
Nations it considered the treaty 
abrogated “from the moment the 
British armed forces attacked 
Egypt.” 

The treaty, under which British 
soldiers were withdrawn from the 
canal zone, allowed civilian tech- 
nicians to remain and maintain 
bases and supporting installa- 
tions for seven years. 


The treaty also allowed Britain 
to return its military forces to the 
bases should any outside power 
attack Turkey or the Arab states. 
Thus Britain had maintained a 
foothold in the strategic canal 
zone, 


While the decree only formal- 
ized a situation that had existed 
since the British-French attack 
began Oct. 31, 
caught Britain by surprise. 

Nasser’s New Year decree said 
the Egyptian government consid- 
ered the _ British-French-Israel 
actions a breach of the Suez Canal 
treaty of Oct. 19, 1954. 


The decree said the ruling Egyp- 
tian State Council had decided 
that Britain ‘“‘by its participation 
in aggression on Egyptian terri- 
tory’ had acted “as if the Anglo- 
Egyptian agreement had not exist- 
ed.”’

SAME CHEERING AND BOOS 

A milling crowd of several hun- 
dred which had been waiting tense- 
ly for the decision quickly passed 
the word “Roberts!’’ There was 
some cheering and a few scattered 
boos. : 

Del Sesto adherents looked at one 
another in amazement. There 
were mutterings of ‘‘communism.”’ 
One or two addressed neighbors as 
“comrade.’’ One man said, “We 
might as well go back to Hungary, 
comrades.”’ 

On the other hand, there was a 
surge of the governor’s adherents 
toward the executive chambers 
where Roberts had been waiting 
since morning for word. State 
police immediately converged on 
the door to the inner office where 
the governor waited. 


POLICE RUSH IN 

Within minutes, several patrol 
cars with Providence policemen 
were outside the Capitol. There 
was no unruliness. Roberts backers 
pressed the state police troopers 
for a chance to congratulate the 
governor. 

The House of Representatives 
convened. within half an hour to 
organize for the 1957 annual ses- 
sion. It recessed shortly after- 
ward. The House is controlled 
by Democrats, 61 to 39. 

The Senate, controlled by Re- 
publicans, 25 to 18, went into 
caucus, thus preventing a joint 
session to witness the inaugura- 
tion ceremony. In face of this

A third passenger in the heavily 
loaded cattle truck, Jake Brad- 
shaw, also of Monroe, was injured 
slightly.

The three were taking a truck- 
load of cattle from a Breedlove 
farm near Monroe to another 
farm in nearby Morgan County.

The Breedlove brothers were 
thrown out, troopers said, and 
evidently were crushed beneath 
falling cattle. Thomas Breedlove 
Jr. died soon after the crash. His 
brother died later in Walton Coun- 
ty Hospital. 

FARM EXPERT 

Thomas Breedlove Sr. has been 
active in government farm work 
since the early 1930s. He served 
as state director of the old Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 


tion and then went to Washing- 
ton as regional director of the 
former Production and Marketing 
Administration. 

He returned to Georgia in 1946 
as state PMA director and held 
that position until the national ad- 
ministration change in 1953. The 
Breedloves have extensive farm- 
ring interests centering largely in 
cattle. 

Loyde Cain, 29, Rte. 1, Su- 
wanee, was killed early Tuesday 
night when the car he was driv- 
ing overturned on old Peachtree 
road near Lawrenceville in Gwin- 
nett County, the patrol reported. 

The Atlanta Police Department 
reported Tuesday that traffic 
deaths in the city for 1956 totaled 
58, one fewer than the toll for 19959.

SHOTGUN BLASTS, ROCKS 


The action came several hours 
after rocks were hurled through 
the window panes at the home of 
the Negro leader of Tallahassee’s 
bus integration movement and 
shotgun blasts were fired into a 
Negro grocery store. 

The governor’s proclamation 
said that continued operation of 
the system. under existing condi- 
tions ‘“‘may well endanger life, 
limb and property of the citizens 
residing therein, and will cause 
or tend to cause further breaches 
of the peace and will endanger 
the peace and good order of so- 
ciety.’’ 

In a statement accompanying 
the proclamation Collins said: 

“In this emotionally charged at- 
mostphere and in the face of 
threats and overt acts of violence, 
there is only one logical and ef- 
fective answer for the present and 
that is the suspension of bus op- 
erations. .

I confidently be- 
lieve that, without the opportunity 
for continuing agitation by those 
who actually seem to want to pro- 
voke incidents, a sound and wise 
and harmonious solution can be 
worked out within a relatively 
short time.”’

It was understood that Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, speaker of the 
House, and the Democratic patri- 
arch of the incoming 85th Con- 
gress, had strongly advised the 
President to take this course— 
that is, to prepare the paper with 
the fullest congressional partici- 
pation from the very beginning.

“They reveal that the oft-stated 
Egyptian plan of invading Israel 
and annihilating her was not just 
a bluff.’’ 

The white paper said the Israeli 
army crossed into Sinai on Oct. 29 
in order to ‘“‘destroy the bases of 
the terrorist gangs which were 
sent by the Egyptian high com- 
mand into Israeli territory, and 
to break up the concentration of 
military forces which had been 
built up during the past year for 
an attack against Israel.’’ 

It said the Egyptian army fled 
in disorder so rapidly that Egyp- 
tian headquarters units failed to 
destroy their archives.

Troop Use Power 


Before Sen. George left Georgia to 
attend the New Year’s Day conference 
with President Eisenhower, Secretary 
Dulles and other policy leaders, he ex- 
pressed a belief that the United States, 
if it remains firm, would be able to avoid 
a world war. 

Sen. Russell, chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee and also a 
presidential conferee, feels the same way. 
We must continue to lead from strength 
and we must have a firm policy. 

That policy now is emerging. It con- 
tains two essential factors. 

The first is to prevent Russian entry 
into the Middle East. The fact she al- 
ready is there with arms, technicians 
and military advisers in Egypt and 
Syria, is the immediate problem. 

But Russian domination of the Middle 
East will be resisted. It is for this reason 
the President has asked for permission 
to use troops at his discretion should 
trouble arise. He will receive that per- 
mission. It will be given reluctantly but 
it will be given. 

Opposing the President will be the 
dangerous theory of Sen. Bricker, the 
senior senator from Ohio. He and others 
such as Sen. McCarthy would reserve to 
Congress the right to determine when 
troops would be used. By the time an 
emergency could be presented to the Sen- 
ate and debated, the security of this coun- 
try would be in jeapordy and the Middle 
East might be lost. 

The President must have the right 
he seeks—to use troops quickly. 

The other major plank in the new 
policy is quietly and non-belligerently to 
assist all satellite countries to establish 
their own forms of government as Poland 
has been able to do and as Hungary 
seeks to do. In essence we will en- 
courage “Titoism.’ 

This means the President must have 
the power to act resiliently in the field 
of foreign aid. Such aid must not be so 
circumscribed by restrictions, as it now 
is. as to make it impossible for him to 
acé quickly. 

The nation does not. know how very 
close we came to war in the Middle East. 
It was a narrow squeak. The crisis there 
is still very real. The President must 
have the right to use troops where they’re 
needed. This will deter the countries in 
the area and the Soviet Union from 
blackmail and rash actions. 

The President’s hand will be strength- 
ened greatly and this country’s weight 
will be increased proportionately if Con- 
gress acts as he has requested.

Still Need Polio Shots 


The 1957 March of Dimes drive be- 
gins with a two-pronged purpose today 
in Georgia and the rest of the nation. 

First is the job of overcoming public 
apathy and getting all members of the 
family vaccinated against polio. The other 
goal is funds with which to treat thou- 
sands of new victims of infantile paraly- 
sis and the 80,000 persons crippled 
earlier by the disease. Funds also are 
needed for further research. 

The tragic part of the polio situation 
is that 10 million dollars must be spent 
in 1957 to educate stubborn Americans 
into protecting themselves and ‘ their 
loved ones against the deadly disease of 
polio. 

Four out of every five Americans are 
still not vaccinated against polio. In- 
cluded in the unprotected group are chil- 
dren of the most susceptible age. 

The federal government furnishes Salk 
vaccine free of charge for persons under 
20 years of age and for expectant mothers. 
Vaccine for persons over 20 is available 
from private physicians. 

Effectiveness of Salk vaccine has been 
proved beyond doubt as a polio preven- 
tive. However, it cannot cure the dis- 
ease after it has struck the unprotected. 
Yet most Americans have to be prodded 
into taking the series of three shots. 

The March of Dimes drive deserves 
the support of all Georgians. Your par- 
ticipation can deal a knockout blow to a 
crippling, killing disedse which a lacka- 
daisical public already has allowed to 
claim far too many victims.

Problems Are Created 
As the Farms Disappear 


The U.S. Department of Commerce,

The increase in size of farms, the re- 
duction in the number and in farm popu- 
lation—these are concomitants of mech- 
anization and of a farm economy that 
turns to pastures and to pine trees. 

The change calls for adjustments—in 
apportioning representation, in taxation 
and financial support and in many other 
ways. For change affects people and peo-=- 
ple create problems. 

Turning our backs on the problems 
won’t solve them. To do that merely ag- 
gravates them. 

We cannot ignore the fact that 32,000 
farms have “disappeared.”

Ike Pulled No Surprise 


In Legislative Program 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower has 
“unveiled” his legislative program, based 
on what he has described as “modern 
Republicanism.” 

It contains no surprises. 

In a sense it picks up where his old 
program was left—strangled by the coa- 
lition of Old Guard Republicans and con- 
servative Southerners. 

Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell called 
upon the GOP legislative leaders at the 
conference Monday to “apply pressure” 
for passage of the administration’s civil 
rights measures which last year passed 
the House but were tied up in committee 
in the Senate. They have the full sup- 


‘port of the President himself. 


These measures, furiously opposed by 
most Southerners and some Midwestern 
Republicans, call for creation of a civil 
rights division in the Justice Department, 
a presidential commission on civil rights 
and federal protection for voting rights of 
minorities. 

This recommendation .will find the 
Southerners, without the help of con- 
servative GOP members, filibustering to 
the bitter end. 

There will be no tax cut. None was 
expected. None should be had, or can 
be had, in these times when the security 
budget is of necessity so High. 

Federal school aid, water conservation, 
health, housing, atomic energy, school 
and highway construction and liberalized 
immigration laws are some of the fa- 
miliar points included. 

There are no surprises. We must 
wait to see how much help the President, 
with his great November mandate, will 
have from his own party.

State Tax Collections 
Are Still on the Rise 


Georgia state revenue continues to 
climb. Commissioner T. V. Williams re- 
ports a 10-million-dollar increase in the 
first six months of the fiscal year, an in- 
dication that total collections for the year 
will set a new record. 

The rise in collections supports Gov. 
Griffin’s intention of asking departments 
and the General Assembly to hold the 
line on spending during the coming year 
to forestall further tax increases. Al- 
though state expenses are expected to 
continue to go higher, it should be pos- 
sible to hold them within the anticipated 
hikes in. collections. 

Unless there is a business downturn, 
revenue should continue to rise. Income 
taxes should bring in more than in any 
previous year. With personal incomes 
still on the upgrade, -sales taxes should 
produce more, too. ? 

Commissioner Williams and his de- 
partment are doing a good job with col- 
lections and deserve full credit. 

Any additional funds over and above 
normal ircreases in state expenses should 
go to the school systems for teacher 
raises and building programs. Even 
though more than half of the state rev-: 
enue now goes for schools, education still 
is our greatest problem.

President Wilson’s Reply to Pope Benedict 
Set United States Course in World Affairs 


Atlanta—The greatness of Wood- 
row Wilson has been emphasized 
throughout the nation upon the 
100th anniversary of his birth— 
Dec. 28, 1956. Many of his sayings 
have been quoted by editors and 
speakers, and I would like to quote 
one sentence from him that-tikely 
changed the course of world his- 
tory and at a time when the lead- 
ership of the United States in 
world affairs was first asserted 
and recognized. 


World War I broke out in 1914, 
the United States entering it in 
April, 1917. In August of that year, 
Pope Benedict asked the warring 
countries to state their peace aims. 
King Albert of Belgium advised 
the Pope ‘‘to look to President Wil- 
son for the aims of the Allies.”’ 
Thus, for the first time in history, 
the leadership of the United States 
in world affairs was recognized. 


In his reply to the Pope on Aug. 
27, 1917, President Wilson said: 


‘‘The object of this war is to de- 
liver the free peoples of the world 
from the menace and the actual 
power of a vast military establish- 
ment, controlled by an irrespon- 
sible government, which, ‘having 
secretly planned to dominate the 
world, proceeded to carry the plan 
out without regard either to the 
sacred obligations of treaty or the 
long-established practices and long- 
cherished principles of interna- 
tional action and honor; which 
chose its own time for the war: 
delivered its blow fiercely and sud- 
denly; stopped at no barrier, ei- 
ther of law or of mercy; swept a 
whole continent within the tide of 
blood—not the blood of soldiers 
only, but the blodd of innocent 
women and children also, and of 
the helpless poor; and now stands 
balked, but not defeated, the 
enemy of four-fifths of the world.’’ 

This ringing message told the 
world the aims of the United States 
and gave fellow Allies new hope 
and courage, and the war was

service. 


The vaccine under the federal 
program is also free of charge 
to expectant mothers. 


Persons over 19 years of age 
must pay for the vaccine but the 
cost is not great and health of- 
ficials are urging that all per- 
sons up to age 40 take advantage 
of the Salk vaccine. 

Bibb County citizens have re- 
sponded gratifyingly to the Salk 
program. .Dr. R. J. Walker Jr., 
county hem@ith officer, estimates 


that at least 65 per cent, possibly 
more, of persons eligible for vac- 
cine under the federal program 
in Bibb County have received at 
least one ‘‘shot.”’ 

But Dr. Walker adds, “We 
must not rest until each of the 
2»,000 persons eligible in the 
county receives their three shots.’’ 

State Health. Department fig- 
ures on anti-polio vaccine shots 
are distressingly low. Only 11.4 
per cent of .Georgid between 
ages of 15 and 19 have received 
even one inoculation. Only 1.2 
per cent have received all three 
shots.

(6) Some believe the Negro 
race actually is inferior to the 
white race and they do not want 
to live on an equal level with 
them. They do not feel the Negro 
has equal mental ability with the 
white man, that the Negro has 
moral or spiritual principles as 
high, that physically he is as 
clean as the white man or that in 
any way the Negro race is equal 
to the white race. 

Those who believe thus feel it 
would contaminate them to as- 
sociate as social equals with Ne- 
groes. (While I have not indi- 
cated either approval or disap- 
proval with any of the reasons 
stated above, I must go on record 
here. I do not believe that any 
one race is either inferior to or 
superior to any other race. I be- 
lieve persons of all races are chil- 
dren of the same Father.) 

(7) Some white people insist on 
segregation because they fear 
intermarriage. Their reasoning: 
If children go to school together, 
they will participate in athletics 
and social events together. If they 
go to parties and play together, 
it is possible young persons of dif- 
ferent races will become romanti- 
cally attracted to each other.

Puerto Rico Makes 


Amazing Progress 


WASHINGTON—At a time when nearly the 
whole twentieth century world is rightly demand- 
ing an end to colonialism, when. the passion for 


freedom is restive and revolutionary in Asia, in Africa, in Eastern 
Europe, it is useful to take a look at our own little laboratory of de- 
colonialism in the Western Hemisphere. 


I refer to the 3,435 square miles 
of Caribbean island which the 
Spanish government ceded—with- 
out the consent of the Puerto Ri- 
cans—to the United States under 
the Treaty of Paris in 1898, 
an overpopulated, underdeveloped 
area of the world which. would 
have made Point Four blush. 


In the wake of World War I 
the United States and the Puerto 
Rican people made two momen- 
tous and great decisions. Wash- 
ington decided to offer Puerto 
Rico its total independence and 
the Puerto Ricans decided to re- 
ject it; instead they chose total 
self-government in a common- 
wealth relationship to the United 
States, which includes common 
citizenship. 

What has been happening in this 
little country during the past 12 
years is immeasurably exciting 
and is a valuable show-window to 
iliustrate in practice what an 
underdeveloped nation can accom- 
plish under the incefitive self-rule. 

Average family income has dou- 
bled. 

Life expectancy has been fan- 
tastically increased from 46 years 
to 68 years. 

The program of industrializa- 
tion which was begun during 
World War II has brought new 
vigor and diversity to the island’s 
once impoverished,  single-indus- 
try—sugar cane—economy.

Dulles ‘Doctrine’ Is 


Similar to Monroe’s 


WASHINGTON—The debate in Washington over 
the administration’s plans for a ‘“‘keep out’? warn- 
ing to Soviet Russia in the Middle East is simi- 


As recently as 1940 Puerto 


Rico had exactly four factories. 
It now has more than 450 facto- 
ries employing approximately’40,- 
000 workers and engaged largely 
in producing consumer goods. 


What is most important is that 
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico 
is not merely a symbolic show- 
case for decolonialism; it is liter- 
ally a showcase. 


It is not generally realized, I 
suspect, that Puerto Rico has be- 
come a model and its technicians 
have become teachers to more 
than 3.600 officials and students 
from 99 different countries who 
have traveled to the island to 
study what can be accomplished, 
political and economically, in a 
few short years. 


The great value in bringing 
these foreign students and spe- 
cialists to Puerto Rico, instead 
of to the United States, is that 
there they see a country like their 
own, of similar age in nationhood, 
once grievously underdeveloped 
and now achieving the very 
things they most want to achieve. 
They see small-size power proj- 
ects, not the staggering Boulder 
Dam; they see one-story cement 
block houses which can be con- 
structed for $500—not an Empire 
State Building—and thus an en- 
swer to slum clearance which 
they can realize. 


lar in some ways—and different in others—to the debate which went on 
here prior to the pronouncement of the' Monroe Doctrine 133 years ago. 


Russia was involved in that de- 
bate as well. In 1816 Russia, then 
in possession of Alaska, estab- 
lished a trading post at Bodega 
Bay in what is now California. 
In 1821, the Russian government 
issued an edict excluding all for- 
eigners, including citizens of the 
United States, from trading or 
fishing in this area and the 
United States protested at once. 


In fact, Secretary of State John 
Quincy Adams said then about 
Russian expansion on this con- 
tinent what, in effect, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles is 
saying to the Soviet Union now 
about the Middle East. 


Adams, in July of 1823, just 
before the proclamation of the 
Monroe Doctrine, told the Russian 
minister in Washington, Baron 
Tuyll, that the United States 
would not only contest Russia’s 
claims to expansion south along 
the California coast but that it 
would act on the principle that 
the area of this continent was no 
longer open to any Russian colo- 
nial expansion. 

Secretary Dulles is now pro- 
posing a declaration by the 
United States that would. commit 
this country to oppose by force 
if necessary any armed aggres- 
sion by the Soviet Union in the 
Middle East. 

Like Secretary Adams 133 
years ago, he intends the declara- 
tion as a not only 
against aggression ut against 


the extension of the Soviet system 
into an area which the United 
States does not want to see fall 
under the domination of: Men and 
ideas hostile to the commerce 
and ideology of the United States. 

In his famous ‘‘Doctrine,”’ sent 
in a message to Congress on Dec. 
2, 1823, President Monroe carried 
out this same idea. 

“We owe it in candor... to 
declare that we should consider 
any attempt on their (the Euro- 
pean powers) part*to extend their 
System to any portions of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety.’’ 

This is essentially Dulles’ re- 
action to any extension of the 
Soviet system into the Middle 
East. The domination of that area 
by Moscow or by any power sub- 
servient to Moscow, would in 
Dulles’ judgment, jeopardize the 
commerce of the United States, 
imperil the oil supplies. which 
maintain the industry and armed 
forces of the Western European 
allies and outflank the North At- 
lantic Treaty. 

The differences between the 
“Dulles Doctrine’ and the ‘‘Mon- 
roe Déctrine,”” however, are ob- 
vious and are not likely to. escape 
the notice of the men in Moscow.

After the game, Hickman, 210-pound sophomore from Kilgore, 
Tex., said he felt ‘“‘worse than anybody. I hope Burnham forgives 
me.,”’

They Needed a Transfusion 


NEW OR NS, Jan, 1—In 1926 James Thomson 
and Fred Digby decided New Orleans needed a trans- 
fusion’as a tourjst center. A bowl game, they reasoned, 
would bring thousands of people to the fun-loving city. 

However, the city fathers displayed little interest in the plan, 
so for several years the Sugar Bowl was nothing more than an 
idea in the minds of Thomson, then publisher of the New Orleans 
Item, and Digby, the sports editor. 

Digby is a hard man to discourage 
and, for years, he kept reminding the 
people of New Orleans vocally and in 
print of the need for a bowl. Then the 
Sugar Bowl finally jelled. The Mid- 
Winter Sports Association was formed, 
and on New Year’s of 1935 Tulane beat 
Temple, 20-14, in the inaugural game. 

You remember hearing Digby dis- 
cussing the Sugar Bowl’s trying days, 
as you stood there with him Tuesday 
while 80,000 fans poured into the vast 
stadium to watch Tennessee battle Bay- 
| Jor in the 23rd annual game. 
| Quite a monument to Thomson 
and Digby. Thomson, now retired, a e 
was in Gaylor, Va. But Digby, gen- % # we 
ee eral manager of the famous bowl 
. sais ioe since 1947, was on the scene for the 
t Outlar 23rd year in a row. 

“It's quite a thrill every year,” he said, as the green-jerseyed 
Baylor Bears raced on the field to limber up. ‘For a while it 
was tough sledding but, as you know, the game caught on with 
the public right from the start.’ 

Only 22,026 witnessed the first classic, but more than 80,000 
took in the 23rd contest. The Sugar Bowl reached its current 
seating capacity in 1947 through the issue of a $550,000 bond, 
and in each end zone there should be a stature of Digby and 
Thomson, the two men who refused to give up on a dream. 


All-America guard Bill Glass of Baylor brushed past tear- 
streaked Tennessee rooters into the Volunteer dressing room. 
Tennessee Gov. Frank Clement, who entered the dressing room ' 
seconds before Glass, said the big Baylor gtard “‘wanted to 
apologize for the whole team.” 

Glass then said, ‘“‘Hickman is a fine boy and a fine player, 
but I guess he just lost his head.’”’ 

Tight-lipped Tennessee Coach Bowden Wyatt declined to com- 
ment on the incident, except to say Burnham ‘was not hurt as 
badly as we originally thought. We were really worried there for 
a while before the doctor took a look at him.’’ 

Wyatt said he thought his team played a great game, but “we 
made more mistakes than we made all year.’’ He lauded Baylor 
as a ‘‘good, strong team.”’ 

The 43-year-old Boyd, directing a team for the first time in a 
bowl game, touched again on the incident and described Hickman 
as ‘‘one of the finest Christian, religious boys on the team. He 
wants to win. He has a football heart. I know he hopes and prays 
they'll (Tennessee) try to forgive him. It will make a man out 
of him.”’

New Drug 


Is Restorer 


Of Energy

Many perfectly normal individ- 
uals complain of drowsiness, lack 
of energy, and loss of ambition. 
They are likely to be nervous, 
frritable and sensitive to cold. 
Many have headaches, ill defined 
aches and pains, dry hair and 
skin and tendency to gain weight.

The compound has a jawbreak- 
er name—triiodothyronine. It is 
the essential ingredient or active 
principle of desiccated thyroid 
and is the part of the thyroid hor- 
mone used by the tissues of the 
body. Why does it work in hypo- 
metabolism whereas the thyroid 
hormone does not? Because these 
people lack the enzyme necessary 
to change thyroid into 1-thyrox- 
ine, the percursor, which in turn 
breaks up into triiodothyronine. 

So long as tissues cannot use 
thyroid as such, it is of little 
value to the body. Considerable 
research is being done on this 
newcomer. It bears the same 
relationship to thyroid as vita- 
min B12 does to liver extract, 
and is active in the minutest 
amount. 

When used in myxedema, an- 
other thyroid condition, it pro- 
duces changes in days that for- 
merly took weeks with thyroid 
extract. 

Triiodothyronine has been used 
also to treat infertility in men. 
The results have been less dra- 
matic than in hypometabolism 
but five of a group of 16 previous- 
ly childless couples are going to 
have babies.
